Constantinople, April 28.—The reign 
of Abdul Hamid II. ended with his 
deposition and the ascession of his 
brother, Mehemmed Reschad Effendi, 
as Mehmed V., a variation of Ma­ 
homet, it being considered inappro­ 
priate to assume the precise name of 
the prophet. 
Mehemed V. is the thir­ 
ty-fifth sovereign of Turkey In male 
descent of the house of Osman, the 
founder of the empire, and the tw en­ 
ty-ninth sultan since the conquest of 
Constantinople. 
The two houses of parliam ent m eet­ 
ing as a national assem bly approved 
the decree of deposition, which was 
read by the Sheik U1 Islam, chief of 
the Ulemas and suprem e judge on 
ecclesiastical 
questions. 
The 
docu- 
m ent recites th at Abdul Hamid's acts 
were contrary to the sacred law, and 
set forth a long list of crimes, the 
whole making a terrible indictment. 
The assembly chose Mehemmed Rea­ 
ched as sultan and appointed commit­ 
tees to notify the dethroned feovereign 
and his successor of its action. 
The 
firing of 101 guns announced to the 
waiting people that a new sultan had 
been proclaimed. 
The ceremonies connected with the 
transfer of the power were simple.^ 
Toe newly chosen ruler came from 
his palace in G alata through streets 
lined with troops and cheering thou­ 
sands and took the oath at the war 
office. 
He then proceeded to the par­ 
liam ent and later w ent to the Dolma- 
bagtsche palace as head of the em­ 
pire, where for so many years he 
had practically been a prisoner. 
M artial law was relaxed and the 
people gave them selves over to cele­ 
brating the victory of the 
Young 
T urks’ party and th e end of Abdul 
H am id’s reign. 
Many buildings were 
illuminated and thousands of rounds 
were fired by the soldiers.

The question of the new cabinet 
has not been settled, but it is thought 
th at Ahmed Riza will be grand vizier, 
while some of his associates will prob­ 
ably he Hilma Bey, as m inister of 
the interior; Djavid Bey, as m inister 
of finance, and R ifaat Pasha, as min­ 
ister of foreign affairs.

He started to explain that 
it would not be possible to finish It 
w ithin a year, when som ething In Goe­ 
thals’ eye disconcerted him, and he 
wound up lamely th at he would do the 
best he could. 
“You did not understand me,” quiet­ 
ly said the colonel. “W hat I said was 
th at the house is to be ready on Nov. 
15.” 
And the house w as ready. 
A fter tw o or three of the early canal 
engineers and officials threw up their 
jobs President Roosevelt said, with a

“I nm going to send a man down 
there who will stay on the Job until I 
say he can quit.”

liver, cores being made for the im­ 
mense dams, and all this work of ex­ 
cavation, construction and preparation 
going forw ard with more rapidity than 
any sim ilar work was ever prosecuted 
In the history of the world. Moreover. 
he found a death rate as low as that 
of the average American city, and 
he also found 38,000 human beings in 
the canal organization, all of them Im­ 
bued w ith one spirit and Intent on one 
end, th at of carrying through this 
greatest engineering feat of the cen 
turles to success. In the highest sense 
of the term it was an arm y of peace, 
working with perfect m ilitary disci­ 
pline to win a battle with nature, and 
behind It all was the quiet man who 
would stay until he was told to quit. 
George W ashington Goethals was 
born in Brooklyn In 1852. 
He gradu­ 
ated from W est Point, where lie was 
an instructor In m ilitary and civil en­ 
gineering for many years. 
A fterw ard 
he w as In charge of the Mussel shoals 
canal construction on the Tennessee 
river, member of the hoard of forti­ 
fications In the coast and harbor de­ 
fense and chief of engineers during 
the Spanish-American war. 
This Is the man iii charge at P ana­ 
ma, and when he gives his word th at 
ships will be passing through the ca­ 
nal by Jan. I, 1915, we can rest as- 
SU red th at he will make good.
